WHAT DOES IT MEAN TO DENY ONESELF? 


Some years ago we visited a Trappist monastery? The = 
Trappists never talk. They are always silent except at 
their devotions, when they have part in the responses. The 
leader, who was our guide and who had dispensation from 
the Pope to talk, was a very fine and courteous gentleman. 
We asked him to tell us the value of such a life as that 
of the Trappists. He said that the Christian religion de- 
mands that some one must suffer for others, or deny them- 
selves for others. He held that the Trappists were keepiaas 
the idea of self-denial alive in the world. 


We agree that the Christian religion demands selfzdeniais 
but we do not think that a special group is designated to 
show the rest of us self-denial, and that we may go 0} 
and live without any real self-denial. 


We believe one weakness today in our Christian life is. 
that we want to be Christians without self-denial. We do 
not want to bear the cross. .

POST MORTEM EXHORTATION 


The failure of the MKennedy-Ives 
Bill to become law is generally re- 
garded as most regrettable. To be 
sure, some thought the Bill too strong 
and failed to support it on that score. 
Others thought it too weak and so did 
not back it. The closing sessions of 
Congress were crowded with other im- 
portant issues, including the threat 
of war, all of which served to obscure 
the need for labor legislation now 
sorely needed in sO many areas of 
our land. 

To many the findings of the McClel- 
lan Committee have been a terrifying 
revelation. Large labor groups have 
come under the domination of men 
with criminal records and of bad 
character. Large sums of money, 
gathered as dues for pension and wel- 
fare purposes or for general admin- 
istrative use, have been used by union 
officials for other purposes, some of 
them far worse than merely question- 
able. If there is any one group in the 
land that should be desirous of strong- 
er, clearer legislation protecting its 
its resources, its inherent 
rights from mismanagement, bad lead- 
ership and abuse of trust, unquestion- 
ably that group should be the one 


represented by our nation’s laborers 


in their respective union organizations. 
It is sincerely to be hoped that the 
good elements in these groups will 
not permit the present failure to be- 
come final, but that they will press on 
with vigor, urging the next Congress 
to pass the regulatory laws now need- 
ed, if not in the form of the Kennedy- 
Ives Bill, then in one stronger and 
still better. 

Our churhes must not forget that 
they have a stake in this matter also. 
Many of these laborers and union 
members belong to our _ churches. 
They must be encouraged to stand for 
the right and not to be silent in the 
face of manifest evil. They must be 
assured of the fact that the pastors 
and leaders of our churches are not 
simply side-line spectators enjoying 
the game, but that they are sincere- 
ly concerned and really mean to help. 


THE OIL OF ARABIA 
Once we spoke fondly of “the spices 
of Arabia.” Today your anxious con- 
cern is about the oil of Arabia. This 
is the problem—four Mideast nations, 
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Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Irak and Iran, 
produce nearly four million barrels 
of oil a day. American skill and 
money have helped make this pos- 
sible. We Americans import only a 
small portion of this vast supply and 
we could get along well enough even 
though it were cut off as now it 
threatens to be. However, Europe, to- 
a high degree, about 95%, is depend- 
ent upon this oil. Its loss would oc- 
casion great hardship there, a hard- 
ship which in turn would be reflected 


on our economy as we tried to help 


meet it. More than that and worse, if — 
the control of Mideast oil passed from 
our hands into those of Russia, it 
would probably mean the prompt 


communizing of all of Europe and © a 


our complete elimination financially, — 
politically and religiously. A very sad. 
prospect indeed! 

It is to be hoped that Mideasen 
troubles can be settled in some other 
way than by war. For the present 
troubles in the Far East appear to have 
diverted world attention from the Mid- 


east. But the tension exists, very real — 
Our prayers — 
must be that our leaders will be wise © 


and growingly painful.

We need a fresh emphasis on Christian 
responsibility. We need once again a clear clarion call to 
consecration of life and substance, and to faithfulness in © 
witnessing. We need a fresh vision of the harvest fields, 
full and overflowing, white unto harvest. 


RADICALISM a 

Radicalism within the body of the Church has p ee 
not only dangerous, but definitely disastrous. It has dis- 
couraged and frightened many of God’s servants who fear _ 
that they might be brought under attack or caught in the 
cross fire of these extremists. Usually a half dozen of these 
fellows, rending and tearing in a vitriolic spirit can put 
God’s forces to flight. 

Separatism on a group level is a tragic enemy of the 
Church, and of missionary advance. Unbiblical as it is, it 
seems to flourish on the mission field. 

Everywhere I go I find an organized Missionary Fellow- 
ship, and its counterpart the National Workers Fellowship. 
The gulf between them is often appalling. Instead of unity © 
there is division. We teach the oneness that is ours in 
Christ, but in practice we raise such barriers and problems 
that these groups are actually in two camps. We need to 
face the question posed by Paul in I Corinthians 1:13, “Is 
Christ Divided . . .?” The overall picture must be one of 
conflict and confusion to the average national. 

I do not say that these enemies without and within will 
ultimately destroy the Church of Jesus Christ. I rest in 
unwavering faith in His blessed promise, “The gates of 
Hell shall not prevail,” but I do know that these things 
are creating much havoc, and causing the wasting of much 
precious time. I do know that many of them are robbing 
the church of power from above, and spoiling our witness. 
A divided church cannot minister to a divided World. < 


Where Lies the Answer? 
God forbid that I should spend a few weeks in Asia, 
and then pose as an authority concerning her problem. But 
some of these things are common to the Christian cause the — 
world over. Of these I wonder if God does not have the 
answer for us in I Corinthians 1:10, “Now I beseech you, 
brethren, by the name of our Lord Jesus Christ that ye | 
speak the same thing, and that there be no division amo 
you, but that ye be perfectly joined together in the same 
mind and in the same judgment.” 
This verse makes clear the necessity of Christian workers 


“Let us speak the same thing...” “Let there be no divi- 
sion among you.” We need to re-evaluate our task, to ge 
the issues clearly defined, and our objectives clearly outl 
ed. Let us be done with duplicating one another’s effort: 
and neutralizing one another’s works. Let us recognize the 
great gaps in the work of evangelizing the world that can 
never be bridged apart from a co-operative effort. Let us 
face the issue together. Let us look beyond our own little 
program and see the overall need of reaching a world ~ 
terribly adrift in the flood tides of sin. Our ability to rise 
above the conflicts, and the measure of blessing we shall 
know in eliminating the confusion in which we find our- — 
selves will be determined largely by our willingness to re- a 
nounce spiritual isolationism, and the development of active i. as 


cooperation in our common effort. ‘e 


Let us be done with bickering and fighting over trivia. 
Let us give of ourselves unstintingly, with renewed zeal 
and buoyant hope, to the glorious task that is ours to do 
for Christ. _ i. 

There is ample evidence in the Word of God that the 
Almighty pronounces His blessing upon dedicated, united 
effort. Has He not promised, “One shall chase a thousand, 
but two shall put ten thousand to flight.”

work these days. It is an easy thing to 
question the wisdom of some course of 
action. We are all experts at this. 
But it is another thing to present some 


positive and practical ways to do our 


youth work. I have not noticed very 
many positive suggestions expressed 
by you concerning youth work. I be- 


lieve that the right of editorial exam- 


ination and criticism carries with it 
also the responsibility for some con- 
structive approach. 

We are using the new League Man- 
ual together with the new Youth Pro- 
grams for 1958-59 in our league. I like 
it very much and I think I speak for 
my leaguers also. The challenges and 
opportunities of youth work have been 
excellently outlined in the manual 
particularly, and if we will use the 
Youth Programs as is suggested, it will 
result in some fine Bible-centered pro- 
grams that will be a blessing to our 
young people. It is repeatedly empha- 
sized in all this material that they are 
not intended as a crutch to free us 
from some original thinking and plan- 
ning and presentation of our own. I 
am personally very happy for these 
two books and I am sure they will 
help us a great deal in our youth 
work. We pastors would do well to 
confess our sins of omission in this 
matter. We have not been willing to 
take the time to plan these programs 
through to the point where they were 
ready for presentation. We did some 
spur-of-the-moment planning and when 
the program fell flat or far short of 
the response we wanted, we blamed 
the poor program. I confess that this 
is what I have done. I have set it as 
one of the things I am going to do this 
coming year to spend more time in 
preparation for league meetings. I 
feel it is essential that the pastor be 
with his youth in their work. Dare we 
dismiss as unimportant the time we 
spend with them? Or are other things 
always more important? 

It has not been my purpose to get 
into any kind of a debate, but only 
to express some convictions about a 
most important segment of our church 
work. And I want to express some 
thanks for some fine work which our 
youth leaders are producing.

MISSOURI SYNOD SEEN NLC 
MEMBER WITHIN A DECADE 

Full participation of the Lutheran 
Chureh—Missouri Synod—in the Na- 
tional Lutheran Council within the 
next ten years was predicted by Dr. 
Paul C. Empie, executive director of 
the cooperative agency. 

Writing in The National Lutheran, 
bi-monthly publication of the NLC, 
Dr. Empie said that he was “bold 
enough to express the opinion that 
within the coming decade the Council 
should be serving three major Lu- 
theran bodies.” é 

Two of these would be new church 
bodies created by current merger ne- 
gotiations among seven of the eight 
Churches now participating in the 
Council. The third would be the Mis- 
souri Synod, which has thus far re- 
jected membership in the NLC as well 
as in the Lutheran World Federation. 

Discussing the future of the Coun- 
cil, as seen from the threshold of its 
40th anniversary on Sept. 6, Dr. Empie 
asserted that “the day is past when — 
a Church in America can make its 
most effective witness in isolation.” 

“Our times are such that the Lu- 
theran Churches in America simply 
cannot fulfil their potential impact 
nationally unless they function in care- 
fully selected fields through a common 
agency,” he said. 

“No one doubts that the Missour1 
Synod as a member of the Council 
would make a real contribution in any 


field she chose to support,” he added. 
- “She has the resources and, more im- 


portant, the qualified manpower. Her 
testimony would be heard at a point 
and under circumstances where it 


would be the most influential. 


“It is equally true that she would 
receive a great deal through — such 
membership. Being thrust into wider 
contacts and facing national and in- 
ternational undertakings through the 
Council and the LWF, she would gain 
new horizons, broader perspectives 
and fresh insights.” 

Dr. Empie pointed out that the 
Council sought ways to expand Lu- 
theran cooperation on the occasion of 
its 20th anniversary, but that consul- 
tations with the Missouri Synod in 
1938 produced no results.
